FEEDING CALVES DRY GRAIN 


Digestive Tract Is 
Small and Fre­ 
quent Feeds of Modest Amounts 
During First Month Is Best.

In feeding skim milk calves the 
| grain needed to supply the missing 
i fat may be corn, barley, oats or a 
| mixture. 
Occasionally a feeder has 
skim milk or alfalfa, or clover hay on 
hand, and to these he adds linseed 
meal, cottonseed meal or gluten feed. 
These are all high in protein, and 
when any one of them is combined 
with skim milk and alfalfa—both high 
in protein—an unbalanced ration re­ 
sults and scours or other digestive 
troubles follow. 
The digestive tract of a calf is 
small and frequent feeding of small 
amount during the first month is best. 
During the first month it is better to 
grind the grains fed. 
At .ne end of 
this period either oats or c rn may 
be fed unground. 
Hard grai ,s like 
kafir and milo give best results when 
ground. 
All grain should be fed dry 
in a trough. 
Mixing feeds with milk 
is not recommended, as calves chew 
their feed better when fed dry.

Many of the southern and w’estern 
states have made remarkable progress 
within the past two or three years in 
the enactment of laws which provide 
for the extension of their highway 
systems, and for the construction and 
care of improved roads.

Many Breeders House the Animals in 
Such Manner That Handing Be­ 
comes Quite Unnecessary. 


The dehorned bull can crush one 
fatally. 
He is less dangerous than 
the horned bull, just as a man with 
a closed fist is less dangerous than 
a man whose closed 
fist 
holds 
a 
sharp knife. 
Dehorn the bull by all 
means and put a ring in his nose. 
Lead him with a staff having a snap- 
hook to catch into the nose ring and 
in addition always have a rope or 
strap attached to the halter ring, if 
he wears a halter, or to the nose ring. 
If the bull pulls the staff out of one’s 
hand he can still hang on to the strap 
If the nose ring breaks out, or breaks, 
the strap or rope to the halter may 
help.

the country were keeping themselves 
poor by reason of the excessive cost of 
marketing their products. These prod­ 
ucts could be hauled only at seasons 
when everybody had to haul. 
This 
resulted in temporarily overworked 
railway service, congested markets, 
and low prices. 
The older and wealthier states saw* 
the point first, and began giving aid 
to counties and towms in building im­ 
proved roads, so that produce could be 
marketed at any time in the year. The 
result was almost electrical in its ef­ 
fect. 
Thousands of farms which, be­ 
cause of their relative unprofitableness 
under a bad road system, had been 
practically abandoned, became pro­ 
ductive again. The general values of 
farm property were enormously en­ 
hanced. 
This was accomplished by 
the building of a few town and county 
roads purely for local purposes. 
Then the automobile became a factor 
in the road question, and the road 
problem became widened 
and 
en­ 
larged. 
With vehicles, which w’ould 
cover IOO or 200 miles a day, the con­ 
ditions in each county rapidly became 
known to the people in adjoining 
counties, and a broader comprehen­ 
sion of the whole highway question 
was inevitable in a country where 
intelligence predominates. 


Important Duty of People. 
The making of good roads is one of 
the most important duties of the peo­ 
ple and their prompt repair and care­ 
ful maintenance is essential. 
There 
is probably no subject iii w’hich the 
progressive farmer is more deeply in­ 
terested than that of having roads 
connecting him with his markets over

Roots^ are excellent feed for dairy 
cows and are especially desirable for 
the fall and early winter, as they ars 
palatable, easy to digest, and stimu­ 
late the flow of milk. They are espe­ 
cially effective with cows that fresh­ 
ened in the spring, and whose flow oi 
milk has been depressed during the 
Slimmer because of 
annoyance 
by 
flies and mosquitoes and unfavorable 
pasture condition. 
If such are given 
a liberal supply of roots when brought 
to stall feeding, the flow of milk is 
often 
materially 
increased. 
Less 
grain is required while roots are be 
ing fed. 
The change from roots ic 
more grain should be made gradually, 
adding grain at the rate of one pound 
for ten pounds of roots withdrawn.
